Indian plane 
crash kills 19 

BOMBAY, June 22 (AF) — At least 19 
persons were killed iriien an Air-India Boe- 
ing 707 arriving from Singapore ploug^ed'die 
end of the Bombay Sahar Airport runway 
into a drainage canal and broke up T\iesd^, 
airport officials said. 

Several passengers survived the early 
morning crash, but at least 30 persons were 
inju^ and some passengers were unac- 
counted for, according to rqiorts from the 
scene. Theflightvia Kuala Lumpurand Mad- 
ras, carried at least 11 1 persons, induding 12 
crew members, reports said. 

Ibe plane shot off the runway and came to 
a stop inthe drainage canal, the tail and other 
pieces breaking off from the rest of the jet- 
liner, an eyewitness said, nane pans, luggage 
and bodies were strewn about. Offidals said 
the flight data recorder and codcpit 
recorder were recovered intact for use in 
investigating the crash. 

The jetliner that crashed Ibesday was 
acquired in 1960 and was the oldest of the 
seven remaining Boeing 707s - which the 
government-owned airline is in the process of 
retiring. 

India’s worst air disaster was the crash of 
an Air-India Boeing 747aftcff takeoff from 
Bombay in January, 1 978, lolling all 213 per- 
sons aboard. 

Hie plane carried 43 Bombay-bound pas- 
sengers from Singapore and Malaysia. 
Another 55 passengers boarded at Madras 
induifing 32 who were to chaitge at Bombay 
for Qights to New York, London and die 
Seychelles Islands, the Um'ted News of India 
reported. Two crew members, induding a 
stewardess, were among die dead, UNI said. 


WASHINGTON, June 22 (Agencies) — 
A jury. Monday found John Hinckley not 
gnxlty on grounds of usanity of having 
attempted to assassmate President Ronald 
Rea^o in front of a Washington' hotelMarch 
30 last year. . 

HincUey, 27,. had pleaded not guflty by 
reason of insan^ — but if be had been con- 
victed of shooting Reagan anri three other 
men, he could have been sent to prison for 
life. He will now be interned in a Washingtoi) 
establishment for examination, and after 50 
days. Federal Judge Baningtmi Pariter wiQ 
have to decide whether he constitutes a 
•danger to sodety. If be decides he does not, 
Hinddey could be freed. Otherwise be wfl] 
remain interned for another six months, 
before ^Tpeazing before Jw^e Pa^r again. 

FBnckley’s parents were in the cbuftroom 
when the veiffict was read and collapsed in~ 
tears, wfaQe tiieir son covered his eyes vritb his 
hand. The trial had lasted for 39 days, and the 
seven women and five men on the jury delib- 
erated for 25 hours before agreeing on the 
verdict 

During the triaU Defense Attorney Vin- 
cent had attempted to establish that the 
young gunman was not sane when he shot the 
president and the otter tiiree men. At tiie end 
of his plea, he urged the jury to pay. more 
attention to his clients mental condition than 
to the brute facts of the. attack.. 

But Federal Prosecutor. Roger Adelman 
said that it time for Hinckley, bom into a 
prosperous family and ^ways protected by 
his parents, to fsi/c up to his responsib&ities 
for the first time in his lifo. He asked the jury 
to remember White House Press. Secretary 
JamesBrady, criticalty wounded in the shoot- 
ings but partially recovered since then, and 
the other two victims besides the president 
who were woundecf a secret service man 
and a policeman..

Iran says war

TEHRAN, June 22 (AFP) — Iran win con- 
tinue its war witii Iraq until the Iraqi bead of 
state Saddam Hussein is overthrown, the 
commander-in-chief of the Iranian Army' 
said Tuesday.

BEIRUT, Jime 22 (Agencies) — Israeli 
jets blasted Syrian positions east of Beirut 
Tuesday to support a tank advance appar- 
ently aimed at seizing the Beinit-Damascus 
highway in Lebanon’s central moimtains. 
Lebanon’s state and privately-owned radio 
stations reported. 

The broadcasts said Syrian positions 
around the summer resorts of Hammana and 
Aley took the brunt of the air attacks that 
formed the gravest violation of the June 11 
ceasefire, which halted the six-day war bet- 
ween Israel and Syria in Lebanon. 

The aerial action came a day after the 
Soviet-backed government of Syrian Presi- 
dent Hafez Araad warned that “the U.S.- 
supported &raeli invasion of Lebanon has 
brought the Middle East to the brink of war.” 

. The Israeli command said its warplanes 
attacked Syrian artillery positions infoe area 
of Hammana, abutting the highway 25 
east of the l^eii-ringed Lebanese capital 
The Israeli communique said the jets were 
scrambled to silence Syrian artillery barrages 
on Israeli forces in the area of Hammana. 

Lebanese broadcasts and communiques 
from the Palestine Liberation Organization 
claimed the air strikes were mounted to back 
a two-pronged Israeli tank advance on the 
northern and southern banks of the strategic 
highway in what could be an attempt to close 
the main supply line of Syrian forces in cen- 
tral Lebanon.

Mother, son doing well 

Diana gives Charles his heir 


LONDON, June 22 (AFP) — The Princess 
of Wales gave birth to a blue-eyed seven- 
pound boy here Monday night at St. Mary’s 
Hospital in Paddington, where hundreds of 
people spent the day 7- the longest in the year 
— in a fine drizzle waiting for news of the 
birth. -r; 

In .the traxiitional language marking such 
occasions, the offinal announcement from 
Buckingham Palace said that the mother and 
foe son “are both doing well.” Less foimaHy, 
the baby said to have cried lu^ily at biitL 
while his grandmother the queen was 
reported to be “absolutely delighted” at the 
news of the safe delivery. Prince Charles was 
at his wife’s bedside in the maternity ward. 

The baby, second in line to the British 
Jirone after Prince Charles, was finaUy deli- 
rered at three minutes past nine Monday 
night (local time), weighing 7 lbs 1 % oonces. 

A 21-gun salute was fired to mark the royal 
birth as the crowds outride the hospital 
cheered for joy. Flowers had been arriving 
for the princess all day. 

Princess Diana will be 21 July 1. She pre- 
dicted that the baby would be bora then, too. 
Monda/s birth makes her the youngest Prin- 
cess of Wales to produce her first-born for 
more than a oentniy. 

The infant, whose name win not be known 
for a few days, is the most British of heirs to 
the throne for five centuries. Genealogical 
eiqierts have calculated that his bloodline is 
39 percent Fngi«h, 15 percent Scots and 6.2 
percent IziriL He also has 6 percent of 
.American blood, through Princess Diana’s 
great-grandmother who hailed from New 


York. Other strains in his blood are Greek, 
Danish and German, through his paternal 
grandparents, foe queen and Pmee Phfltp. 

The princess is very probably going to 
breast-feed the child it u understood, and his 
subsequent upbringing can be expected to be 
much less rigid than his fathef s was. Princess 
Diana is enormously fond of kids — she was 
working at a nursery, school before her mar- 
riage to foe Prince of Wales and has every 
inteDtion of spending as much time as she can 
rearing her c^d. That was something Queen 
Elizalteth was imable to do, burning 
monarch as she did so early in Prince 
Charleys childhood. 

Prince Charles, exdted but also looking 
very tired, came out from the hospital late 
Monday night to thank the crowd and was 
nearly mobbed by the rapturous onlookers. 
“Obviously 1 am relieved and delisted, tre- 
mendously relieved,” be told foe weD- 
wishers. The birth had given him “a rather 
grown-up feeling', the prince confided. 

“No he is lucky enough not to be,” he 
replied when asked if the baby boy looked 
like him. “It is a bit difficult to tell at the 
moment. He is blondish.” 

Asked about names, Prince Charles said, 
“Yes, we have thought of one ortwo. There is 
a bit of an argument about h, but we will find 
one eventu^y.” Repeating “we are very 
proud” a number of times. Prince Charles 
also remarked of foe lying-in that “thirteen 
hours is a long time”, and asked the crowd to 
make less noise, as “when I have gone, some 
sleep is badly needed.” 


Argentine Army split on presidency 


' BUENOS AIRES, June 22 (A^des) — 
The three Argentine armed services, which 
have ruled tiie country for more than «ix 
years, ai^roadiedafin^ break Monday over 
who will replace foe ousted Prerident Gen. 
Leppoldo Galtieri. 

The air force and foe army remained firm 
in foeir deadlodc TUelday nig^t after foree 
days of junta meetings. 

The air farce, peaking timuigb its chief. 
Brig. Gen. Basilic Lami Dozo, has 
tiireatened to siaqriy wifodraw from foe gov- 
ernment if the preridenqr is not ^en to a 
di^an. The army demands that the job go to 
a retired army general, namely Reynaldo 
Bignone. 

An air force qiokesman said that “if foe 
' army pecasts in trying to force a general as 
tiie fooiee, even a retired general, it wQl have 
to assume foe responsibility entailed in this 
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measure, since foe air force is not goii^ to 
approve foe government’s policy.” 

SouTcesdosetofoejuntasaid foatthenayy 
is inclined to favor Gen. Lami Dozo's posi- 
tion. The sources say that foQowing rejection 
of his civiiian canfodate, Forei^ Minister 
Nicanor Costa Mendez, navy chief Admiral 
Jorge Anaya is not opposed to foe derigra- 
tion of Gen. Alfredo Saint Jean (now acting 
prerident) once foe latter has left active ser- 
vice. 

The navy would then allow 90 days to 
judge foe operation of foe new government 
team, and in case of failure, would withdraw 
from foe government, foe sources say. The 
Air Force officers apparently do not want to 
be linked to the unsuccessful econontic policy 
conducted by foe mititary governmeats since 
foe coup d March 1976. They are said to 
reproadiGen. Bjg^qne (secretary general^ 
foe army high command during the presi- 
dency of general Jorge Vldela) wifo having 
been too clore to the policy of Martinez de 
Hoz, who has been accused of “having des- 
troyed the nation’s production system." 

The only general point of agreement of foe 
three services is that foe military regime 
should not extend beyond Mardi 1984, vriio- 
ever is dhosen to succeed Gen. Galtieri. He 
rerigned from foe presidenq^ following 
Argentina's defeat in foe Falklands cam- 
paign. 

Government sources, meanMuIe, said 
Argentina rejects the terms under u4iidi foe 
European Community decided to end trade 
sanctions and Buenos Aires will not lift its 
own selective ban on imports from EEQ

The Syrians maintain a 30,000-man army 
in Lebaron under an Arab League mandate 
to police a five-year-old civil war armistice, 
between rightists and an alliance of national- 
ist Muslims and Palestinians. 

The sudden escalation of hostilities in the 
central mountains came as a 30-hour nonstop 
Israeli bombardment of commando-led west 
Beirut died dowu to sporadic shelling. 

Lebanon's newly-founded “National Sal- 
vation Council" reconvened at the presiden- 
tial palace to discuss a PLO proposal to 
demflitarize west BeiniL 
U.S. preridential envoy Philip C. Habib sat 


in on the seven-man counciTs deliberations 
on the PLO offer and on ways of averting an 
Israeli onslaught to cut the PLO's nerve 
center and leadership in Beirut’s sector, 
Lebanon's state radio reported. 

An Israeli military spokesman said in Tel 
Aviv Tuesday Palestinians armed with rocket 
launchers and automatic weapons Monday 
night attacked an Israeli military convoy near 
foe southern Lebanese ci^ of Tyre.' 

Meanwhile. U.S. Defense Department 
officials said in Washington that S2 U.S. 
naval vessels are now in the Mediterranean, 
including four aircraft carriers. This 
unusuaUy-higb number was relafed to the 
Lebanon war, a reliabfetource said. Accord- 
ing to the Pentagon, there were now 39 
Soviet warships in the Mediterranean. 

President Reagan said after talks with 
Israeli Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
Monday that the United States and Isi^ 
both sought an end to violence in Lebanon 
and creation of a strong independent gov- 
ernment there. 

After more than two-and-a-half hours wifo 
the prime minister, Reagan empharized their 
common views in brief remarlu to reporters 
outride the White House, Striking a similar 
note. Begin said Israeli forces would with- 
draw from Lebanon “as soon as arrange- 
ments are made that never again wiU our 
citizens ... be attacked, maimed and killed by 
aimed groups from Lebanon.” 


Tel Aviv pits full might 


BEIRUT, June 22 (AP) — Israel has mas- 
sed a huge militaTy force in Lebanon with 
nearly one-third of its tanks and most of its 
standing array, reliable sources say. 

The sources, Mio declined to be identified, 
estimated Israeli ground forces totaled nine 
armored divirions wifo 90,000 soldiers. In 
addition, Israel has 1 JOO tanks, 12,000 troop 
and supply trucks, 1300 armored personnel 
carriers, 3300 Tambulances and 300 buses 
pressed into service to cany prisoners. 

Israel's array, according to the London- 
based Internaiionel Institute for Strat^ic 
Studies, had only 135,000 infantry trocfts but 
it b able to mobilize 400,000 soldiers in 24 
hours. It U .S. — and British-made tank force 
numbers 3,500 and 4,000 armored vehicles. 

Expert cri^servers say the force is far larger 
foan needed to overrun the 25-square- 
kilometer west Beirut enclave vriiere an esti- 
mated 8,000 well-organized Palestinian 
commandos are supported by about UOO 
Syrian troops and 10,500 Lebanese national- 
ist militiamen vrifo varying d^ees of train- 
ing and experience. 

Since Israeli forces linked up wifo rightist 
militiamen to encirde foe Palestinian posi- 
tions nine days ago, corre^ondents have 
seen a steady stream c^ Israeli armor and men 
heading no^ on foe coastal road between 
foe Israeli truce lines and Beirut. 


Ihe increasing buildup has promoted 
peculation that Israel planned to drive foe 
remaining 'Syrian troops, u4io numbered 
30,000 in Lebanon before the June 6 inva- 
sion, out of east Lebanon's Bekaa Valley and 
take control erf two Palestinian camps — 
Nahr al Bared and Deddawi — located near 
Tripoli in ribrthern Lebanon.. 

The IsraeU-supplied rightist nuUtia, 'Miicb 
shares Israefs desre to fosarm foe P^estine 
Liberation Organization (PLO), is said by 
expert sources to have about 6,000 fulltime 
mjJitiamen and 12,000 auxiliary fighters. 

The Christian militia, known as the Leban- 
ese Forces (LF) and led by 34-year-oId 
Basher Gemayel of the Phalangist Party, has 
been engaged in artillery , aad mortv battles 
with Israeli forces against Palestinian com- 
mandos on Beirut’s southern outskirts. 
Despite overwhelming odds, ATafat and his 
aides have asserted foey can hold out for 
weeks against an Israeli-Chiistian onslaught 
Indqiendant observers say the commandos 
are “ well-organized, fully integrated and 
completely equipped” even though 
thousands of Palestinians in South Lebanon 
were cut off from headquarters.

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Ministry warns against 
breaching fasting rules 


RIYADH. June 22 (SPA) — Non- 
Muslims in the Kingdom should not eat, 
drink or smoke in public, an Interior Ministry 
statement said here Tuesday. Non-Muslim 
residents should respect the feelings of Mus- 
lims during the holy month of Ramadan, it 
said, warning of stem penalties for offenders. 

'* Companies and individuals should under- 
stand the provisions of this statement and 
explain it in detail to their workers and emp- 
loyees, warning them of the consequences of 
flouting it.” the statement said. 

Following is the text: 

“Now. we begin the holy month of Rama- 
dan; a month God required Muslims to fast 
and He preferred this month to all months. 

“This holy month is of great interest to 
Muslims without exception. And the general 
prevailing outlook being abstention from eat- 
ing or drinking during the day for Muslims. 
Any deviation from this genei^ appearance, 
even for a person whose religion is not Islam, 
hurts the feelings of Muslims. 

“Therefore. non-Muslim residems in this 
country arc asked to respect the feelings of 
Muslims by refraining from eating, drinking 
or smoking in public places, streets or work 
places. Their being non-Muslims does not 
give them justificaTion, for the government of 
this count^ abides by the Islamic teachings, 
besides the appreciation of citizens' feelings 
and re^>ect to this holy Islamic rite. Also 
emplo>’ment contracts call for observing the 
sanctity of Islamic rites, adherence to the 
country's rules and conformity with the cus- 
toms and traditions prevalenL

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Saudi Arabia, 
Sweden finalize 
cooperation pact

JEDDAH, June 22 — Saudi Arabia and 
Sweden signed Monday an agreement for 
cooperation in roads, railroad and transport 
A draft agreement was agreed Co in January 
during a visit by Swedish Transport and 
Communications Minister Claes Elmstedt 
The signing took place after ratification' by 
both governments. 

Monday’s agreement was signed in Taif by 
Communications hfinister Hussein Mansouri 
and Swedish Ambassador to the l^gdom 
Fredrik Beigenstiahle. It provides for techni- 
cal cooperation between the two countries in 
road maintenance, traffic safe^, develop- 
ment of railroads, maritime and communica- 
tion systems. 

This final agreement will be a ‘platform* on 
which government agencies of both countries 
are to woik out the details of cooperation, 
said Bergenstrahle. 

He xo\dA^_News Tuesday the agreement 
is a fonow-up of the one reached between the 
two countries at the time of a week-long visit 
by Elm^dt. Under the umbrella of the 
agreement, broad guidelines will be devised 
for cooperation in training of personnel, 
exchange of specialized personnel and 
experts, bolding of conferences and exhibi- 
tions exchange of infonnation between 
tbe two countries. 

The ministei’s visit was accompanied by 
Saudi Arabian-Swedish workshops in “traffic 
safety and road maintenance,'’ orpoired in 
Jeddah, Riyadh and Dhahru.

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U.S.tilt to Israel may 
hit ties with Egypt 


CAIRO. June 22 (Ag nctes) — The 
Reagan administration’s ' sponse to the 
fighting in Lebanon, jud^ here to be 
deeidedi) 'sympathetic ! Israel, now 
threatens to jeopardize the full range of 
U.S.-Egypiian relations, analysts here said. 

Egypt's irritation with U.S. policy, evident 
since the start of the Israeli invasion 15 days 
ago, surfaced again Monday during an 
interview given by President Hosni Mubarak 
to an .American television network. For the 
first time in nearly five years, an Egyptian 
president overtly criticized U.S. policy, term- 
ing it 'Tegreiabie.” 

The president's warning that Israeli inva- 
sion has tainted U.S. image followed the 
return to Cairo from Washington of Egypt's 
senior foreign policy planners. Foreign 
Minister Kamal Hassan AH and the head of 
the presidential cabinet Osama El Baz. 

El Baz was reliably reported to have come 
home convinced that the U.S. is more 
interested in shielding Israel from interna- 
tional scorn than in listening to the concerns 
of its Egyptian and Arab friends. 

El Baz's impressions appeared to have con- 
firmed Prc.sidcm Mubarak's fears that the 


U.S. would not act dedsively in the Lebanese 
crisis. 

In Washington, Clement Zablocid, chair- 
man of the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee, has told visiting Israeli prime NGoister 
Menahera Begin that Israel went too far” in 
Lebanon. This was the harshest critidsm 
made in Congress against Israel since the 
recent Lebanese crisis. 

The Wisconsin Democrat said voters in his 
state were exasperated by Israeli policies and 
that one of them had accused him of having 
“hands as bloody as the Israeli soldiers” 
because of congressional support for Israel. 

He said the voters thought Israel was 
“flouting our laws” by using American arms 
to launch military attacks when the arms were 
sold on the condition that they would be nsed 
for defensive purposes only, Zablocki said 
that while recognizing Israel’s “right of 
pursuit” against an attacker, there was no 
doubt that in Lebanon at present “Israel went 
too far". 

Sen. Paul Tsongas (Democrat- 
Massachusetts) said ' that the U.S. should tell 
Israel; “For God's sake, enough is enough.”

Israel blocks 
relief for 
war victims 

TEL AVTV, June 22 (Agencies) *— Inter- 
national relief officials here are complaining 
that the Israeli government is blocldng them 
from sending aid to Lebanon's war-stricken 
population. 

The Star of David, IsraeFs equivalent of 
the Red Cross, has launched a campaign to 
collect blankets from the public for war 
refugees. But a U.N. agency that already has 
50,000 blankets here has not been allowed to 
distribute them. It is the occupied Jerusalem 
office of the U.N. Relief and Works Agency ^ 
for Palestine refugees in the Near East 
(UNRWA). 

UNRWA also has a huge stock of food, 
trucks to transport it, and 1 7,000 emplc^ees. 

” But not a sin^e truck has been authorized to 
leave Israel,” an UNRWA spokesman said. 
Israeli authorities announced -Monday that 
they intend to channel international aid for 
South Lebanon and that only the Imema- 
tional Red Cross Comminee (TRCC) 
concluded an agreement up to now to send 
aid through Israel. 

Yet a freighter loaded by the Red Cross 
with 750 tons of medical supplies was 
intercepted by Israel's navy Saturday and 
sent back to Cyprus. Israeli authorities 
alleged that the sea was “mined” near the 
Lebanese coast. 

Meanwhile, Israel has started buildiog a 
camp in South Lebanon to bold 4,000 
Palestinian prisoners, an army spokesman 
said here late Monday. A total of 4,000 have 
been captured so far. 

Army Chief of Staff Raphael Eytan told 
the cablaet Monday that “the day an agree- 
ment has been reached with Lebanese 
authorities (to assure security of northern 
Israel), those prisoners will be turned over, a 
spokesman said. 

Zia rules out 
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early elections 

ISLAMABAD. June 22 (R) — Geo. 
Muhammad Zia-Ul-Haq, president of Pakis- 
tan. has ruled out any possibility of holding 
elections in the near future. 

The general said the government was not 
against people's participation in state affairs. 
But he and his colleagues in the administra- 
tion had taken responsibility for establishing

Saudi Arabian press review

BEIRUT — 

Among the vanguard of the Israeli forces to reach 
the Christian suburb of Baabda on the outskirts of 
Beirut was a medical unit housed in a tracked 
armored personnel carrier equippped with light 
machine guns despite its non-combatant role. 

' The medics, all reservists called up for "Opera- 
tion Peace in Galilee'*, included among them a 
blue-eyed man with grey in his week-old stubble 
who turned out to be a vet in civilian life. He had 
been in action since the start of the rightingand both 
be and one of his coUeagu^, a doctor wHh a 
captured Kalashnikov slung over his shoulder, con-f 
' firmed there had been many'dvilian casualties. The 
doctor said (hat most of the ones he bad treated 
during their advance had suffered shrapnel wounds. 

When they invaded southern Lebanon in 1978 
the Israelis quickly allowed foreign correspondents 
based in Israel to visit the areas they had occupied. 
As a result, the outside world learned very quickly 
of the havoc wrought by air strikes and artiUery in 
the villages south of the Litani River. There were 
notable dispatches in The Washington Post and New 
Yoih Times. 

The Israelis appear to have learned their lesson. 
At the time of writing no foreign correspondents 
have been allowed to penetrate the operational 
area nonh of Tyre. According to an Agence France 
Presse report datelined Metulla, which is the north- 
ernmost Israeli town before the Lebanese border, 
newsmen who have gathered there because they are 
forbidden to cross the frontier have sent a petition 
to the Israeli government demanding to be allowed 
into Lebanon. 

Despite these restrictions there seems little doubt 
that civilian casualties have been very heavy indeed. 


Red Cross officials in Beirut have talked of the 
1 ,500 dead in the southern port of Sidoo alone and 
an experienced Western diplomat thought this fig- 
ure would probably turn out to be correct with 
perhaps another 2,000 killed in the capital. There 
has been no estimation of the casualties in the 
coastal towns of Damour and Tyre or in the towns 
and villages in the hinterland which the Israelis now 
occupy. The Lebanese police have suggested that as 
many as 9,000 could have been kiUed and that 
figure could be partly based on radio contact with 
gendarmerie forces servfrig with UNIFTL units in 
the south. 

It would berdifficnah to fight a ^clea'n" Faiklands^' 
type campaign in Lebanon where ipany of the com--^ 
barants are no more than parzrtime miliijarnen and'* 
therefore part of the civilian population. But one of 
the reasons for this high casualties figure is the 
Israeli Air Force's frequent use of U.S.-made Clus- 
ter Bomb Units. 

The CBU bomb, which the Britisb used against 
Argentine troops in the Falklands, is a devastating 
anti-personnel weapon. They are manufactured by 
several NATO and Warsaw Pact countries and 
there are a variety of types. But the basic principle 
behind all CBUs is that the weapon, which to look 
at is not much differeot from a ordinary high- 
explosive bomb, is designed so that its outer casing 
strips off in flight and it sows 200 or so bomblets 
over an area about as big as a football pitch. Each 
bomblet explodes into hundreds of pieces of tiny, 
deadly shrapnel. 

During the 1978 invasion the Israelis used CBUs 
which disgorged green, vaguely hexagon-shaped 
bomblets about the size of an orange. Inside was a 
brass-colored sphere with its interior, which was 
packed with a white explosive, cut into hundreds of 


little squares — like a waffle iron — to make for 
easy fragmentation. Many of them failed to explode 
because that invasion took placefo the spring and 
the ground was still soft, which itself contributed to 
casualties when curious innocents picked them up 
OF simply tripped over them. 

Four years later the Israelis are using a refine- 
ment of the weapon that appears to te quite delib- 
erately designed so that there is a good ^ance that ■ 
not an the ^mblets will explode on impact. There 
are military reasons for tUs type of design. For 
instance, in an attack on an aiidfleld a number of 
Mnexplo^ ^ombtets lying abopt would dBsraur^e,-, 

Bu^the unexploi^d' ‘Bomblets as' during tbe^ 
- liut days rn Lebanon were npe on an airfield. 
They iwre scattered about the conifered grounds 
and courtyards of an Armenian sanatorium, mostly 
for geriatrics and TB cases, in the Cfaouf mountain 
village of Aazzouniye around which soine of the • 
heaviest fighting between the Israelis and Syrians 
took place. 

They ue silver-colored flat-sided cones, each 
one equipped with a pair of black metaf wings, and . 
containing in its hollow interior a black sphere 
slightly bigger than a golf ball and fitted with a 
simple pio-type detonator. Ac first glance they look 
as if they could be some mechanical fragment, a part 
of an aircraft perhaps, and unlikely to do any barm. 

Gabriel Mikalian, the administrator at the 
sanatorium, said that four villagers from around 
Aazzouniya had been seriously injured when they 
handled the cones. Three out of the sanatorium's 
14d patients bad also been wounded during the 
three days in which the stone-built building bad 
come under incessant artillery and air attack despite 
the Red Cross flag flying from its roof. . 


The buflding was so badly damaged that it was a 
miracle that their casualties bad not been much 
worse. Several rooms had gaping, boles in their 
exterior walls after receiving direct hits from 
artilleiy shells. Hardly a pane of glass bad survived 
. in the buOding and many interior doors had been 
blown in on helpless bed-ridden patients. 

At one point everybody who was able to move, 
including the staff, had taken shelter in the base- 
ment leaving the bed-ridden on the upper stories to 
feiqd for themselves. Some of them lay like this for 
over 24 hours, listening to the crash of shells and 
^'mb$ while, the ceiling plaster in tj^eir- rooms 
from near-misses, showering' thefr beds 
with white powder. I spoke to one of these, a 50- 
year-old woman caDed Berdjouih Ananion who has 
-been cripped with rheumatism for the last three 
years. 

*'I listened to my radio all the time,” she said, in 
French, espedafly from Radio Monte Carlo. When 
I heard of the ceasefire I thought I was saved but tbe 
firing went on for some hours. I had some biscuits 
and water but I wasn’t very hungry:” 

Tbe reason why tbe Israelis attacked the 
sanatorium was that at one point Syrian troops 
billeted themselves in the lower floors of its 
pharmaceutical wing, wbfcfa is-ao annex to tbe right 
of tbe main building. The building is on a hill and 
the slope the tanks were on is terraced agricultural 
land flecked yellow with mimosa and with some 
scant air cover from a few conifers and olive trees. 

The CBU bomb attack was a night raid which was 
followed by shelling so that in tbe morning the 
funny little silver cones seemed innocuous enough 
after the horrors of the night. Now Mikalian and his 
staff know better and they have marked unex- 
ploded bomblets with stones. (ON^

At the beginning of last week delegates from 1 5 1 
nations of the world assembled in New York for a 
month-long special session of the General Assem- 
bly of the United Nations on disarmament. This 
special session comes at a time when alarm at the 
cscaiaiing risks of massive military conflict in the 
world has taken on new dimensions, and when an 
upsurge of popular feeling agsunst the costs .and 
consequences of the headlong arms race is increas- 
ingly making itself heard. 

According to U.N. estimates, the world's mUitary 
expenditure b running this year at the rate of about 
S2V4tnillion a day. or about SI. 500 billion a year. 
( .And these figures do not include the cost to Britain 
and .Argentina of the conflict in the South Atlantic.) 
These sums are more than the total income of the 
poorest one quarter of the world's popuiation. 

With the renewed savage Israeli attacks against 
Lebanon and the simultaneous publication of the 
repon of the Olaf Palme Commission on interna- 
tional security and disarmament, the special session 
at the U.N. could not have been better timed. So far 
surprisingly little has been heard of the Palme 
Commission since it was set up in September. 1 980. 
In some respects it is a successor to the Brandt 
Commission, in the sense that it was set up on the 
Bnmdi lines, with 17 world statesmen each a 
different countiy as its metnbers. with the former 
prime minister of Sweden. Olaf Palme, as its chair- 
man. 

After two years of consultation and deliberation 
with many govemihent beads it has presented its 
findings and recommendations with an analysis of 
the present state of arms control and disarmament 
on very much the same lines as the Brandt Report 
on world development. 

The Palme Report, therefore, may be seen as a 
twin of the Brandt Report. These two reports in 
turn can be seen as part of a trio, the thinf being the 
World Conservation Strategy, three reports which 
could well set tbe scenario for the future — assum- 
ing we all come to our senses and heed them! On the 
other hand, if they are brushed aside and ignored by 
the political and diplomatic establishment (as 
Brandt was at first), then any chaxtee of a "Program 
for SurvivaT*. as the sub-title of the Brandt Report 
put it. will be a vain hope. 

The Palme Report is called “Common Security: 
A Program for Disarmament". The greatest 
emphasb being attached to the words common sec- 

f. 


urity. The chief theme running through tbe report b 
that there can be no security in the notion of 
every-man-for-bimself-type national security. Like 
Daniel Defoe's“Three Muskateers", it has to be all 
for one and one for all. 

Logically, tbe report'sees competitive security as 
a contradiction in terms. The financially crippling 
arms race is seen as tbe greatest single rause of 
world insecurity. The colo^al spending on arms asa 
diversion of sorely needed resources from 
economic growth and social welfare for the many, 
with consequential economic deprivation which in 
itself is a further cau^ of tension. 

As any gaim person must the report views the 
policy of nuclear confrontation with grim forebod- 
ing for (he whole of mankind, declaring that a nuc- 
lear w*ar is unwinnable and that to believe that a 
limited nuclear war (as recently advocated by the 
U.S. government with hs neutron bomb) as a poss- 
ible Option is an unacceptable gamble. 

The doctrine of deterrence ofrers very fragile 
protection indeed, says Palme in his introduction to 
the report. It is therefore of paramount importance 
to replace it with common security. Which may 
sound like a lot of pie-m-tbe-sky, half-baked ideal- 
ism. But is it? 

The veiy concept is something that we are totally 
unfamiliar with. Yet in its essence it is simple 
enough. So simple as to be a little less than believ- 
able. 

What the Palme Commission is saying is that 
there is no security in tbe world today in a balance of 
adversaries each armed with the capacity to destroy 
absolutely the other. With such cataclysmic poten- 
tial at their disposal they can only continue to live in 
fear of the other. To survive together without fear, 
they must achieve security not as adversaries but 
with each other, by a strategy of common security. 

Nor is this anything like as fer-feiched as it may at 
first seem. The commission has gone to consider- 
able pains to work out a detailed action program. 
And to stress its credentials it dra^ on the profes- 
sional experience of four prime ministers, six fore- 
ign ministers and a host of ambassadors among 
members of the commission, precisely the kind of 
people who are accustomed to look for cautious, 
pragmatic answers. 

After Gainfully studying all the factors and 
options involved, their collective opinion is that it is 
becoming desperately urgent to reverse the present 
self-destructive trend. To reverse once and for all 
the continuing upward spiral of the arms race and to 


set in motion a process for a spiral of arms reduc- 
tion; to shift aims spendii^ to productive economic 
and social development; to strengthen the United 
Nations so that it has the autbori^ and the standby- 
forces to aa in time to head off coniSict before it 
breaks out, instead of being used as a forum for 
cynical opportunism and bickering as a last resort. 

To achieve this they call for positive action to 
start moving back to a level of of aims at a 
realistic minimum level, usiiig t^ existing machio- 
eiy for reduction of arms and control in a positive 
spirit, with a number of new innovations to break 
' the deadlock of suspicion and fear. 

One of the suggestions is that there should be 
“battlefield-nucIear-weapOD-free zones" 150 
kflometers deep either side of the East- West divid- 
ing line in Europe — thereby reducing the tempta- 
tion to indulge in the use of short-range nuclear 
w^pons in a so-called limited nudear war, as sug- 
gested by U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig. 

But strengthening the United Nations is perhaps 
the main proposaL Initially, as with disarmament, 
the idea is likely to be met with disbelief and pessim- 
ism. The fea is that this need not involve any depar- 
ture from the present basic structure of the U.N. 

What is suggested is that the Securi^ Coimcfl 
should require the secretary-general and his staff to 
monitor threats to peace and notify them promptly 
so there is time for preemptive action. In practice 
such an early wanting ^stem would have toongfat 
the U.N. on to tbe Falklands scene long before the 
invaapn on April 2. 

Even more important, for tbe Third World, 
where boundary dilutes axe more common, it is 
raggested that a permanent U14. standby force be 
created ready to keep tbe peace. This, of course, 
would cost money which the commission recom- 
mends should be raised by a levy on all the U.N. 
members — a sort of proportionate worid tax for 
peace. - 

Like the Brandt “North-South** JReport thinkmg 
on the Palme Report rises over aiod above the con- 
ventional pFomotion of national self-interest by 
governments. For it to be'moie than just a parcel of 
■ good ideas it must sennehow now inspire the politi- 
cal will and action of governments. ' 

More important at t^ time is that the U spe- 
cial session on disarmament is the best pla<% and 
most appropriate occasion to launch the Common 
Securify report. One of its most signal virtues is that 
it is comparatively short, very weQ written and. a 
document fo/. its time in June, 1982. Which is- a 


good deal more than can be said of some of the 
official conference documents that delegates win be 
expected to thumb their way through during the 
next few weeks.

Thai growth puts environment in jeopardy

BANGKOK (Dcpthnews) — Like all 
developing countries. Tnaiiand is faced with 
the problem of reconciling its eci^nomic 
development programs w ith the need to pro- 
tect its environment. 

Aies admit that it's a difficult dilemma 
that's almost always resolved in favor of 
development to the detriment of the envi- 
ronment. *• You have to admit it." said a gov- 
ernment official, "the econ«>mic imperatives 
at this stage of our de\elopmcnl simply out- 
weigh the dangers posed by pollution." 

He added: “It's a sad commentary' on a 
nation's struggle lor survival that develop- 
ment often jeopardizes the environment. But 
it’s a reality and you can't ignore it." 

Even diehard environmentalists admit that 
economic development comes first in the pol- 
lution versus economic progress Lssue. How- 
ever. they insist that a line has to he drawn 
between economic imperaiivesand what the 
nation's level of pollution the enviri-nment 
could take. 

Dr. Khasem Sanitwonc Na-.Avudhuva. 


secretaiy-general of the National Environ- 
mental Board (NED'), lamented that the 
country's past development plans emphas- 
ued only economic growth without consider- 
ing its impact on the environment. “We have 
achieved some material progress by raping 
nature," he said. 

He said that natural resources had been 
rapidly exploited or destroyed b>' both the 
government and private sectors without con- 
sidering their ejects on the environment. 
The extent of environmental destruction 

cannot be overemphasized. During the past 
two decades, for instance. Thailand's forest 
reserves have dwindled dangerously low. 

A ly73-77 satellite photographic survey 
made by the Faculty of Forestry of the 
Agriculture Universi^ in Bangkok showed 
that the country's forest cover had dropped 
from 123 million ruu (about 20 million hcc-. 
tares), or 38 percent of Thailand's total land 
area to 82 million /sir (about 12 million hec- 
tares). Latest statistics showed that only 20 
percent of Thailand's total land area 
remained forested. 


Massive forest destruction had serioudy 
affected the country's major rivers. An old 
Thai saying that “There is rice in the Seld 
and fish in the river.” has since been changed 
into “We still have rice in the field, but there 
are few fishes in the polluted rivers.” 
Thailand’s rivers, which used to be the 
major sources of irrigation in the glorious 
days when Thailand was one of the top rice 
producers in the region, are heavily polluted 
with toxic chemicals like pesticides. 

In the urban areas, industrial wastes are the 
main pollutants. Millions of tons of industrial 
wastes are dumped into Thailand's rivers 
every year. The Me Klong and Chao Phiaya 
rivers are examples of vital Thai waterways 
dying because of industrial pollution. 

The problem of river pollution has 
“remained despite government efforts to 
solve it. Many environmental problems are 
complicated and take a long time to over- 
come." said Dr. Khasem. 

Most of the old industrial plants along the 
rivers have no waste treatment systems. 
Wastes are dumped on any available space, 
oftentimes into rivers. Authorities make

of reconstructive surgery. However, some plastic surgeons limit 
themselves to cosmetic surgery'. They claim they do a better rhinop- 
lasty (nose job) than those plastic surgeons w ho do all kinds of repair 
work. It's debatable. 

•According to a M>Sl survey of those who are members of the 
American Society of Plastic and Reconstructive Surgeons, nearly 60 
percent of all plastic surgery operations are reconstructive in nature: 
2.> percent are reconstructive surgery and surgery of congenital 
abnormalities; 20 percent are surgery of trauma, including bums; 
and l.^ percent are cancer surgery. 

The remaining 40 percent of all plastic surgery operations are 
aesthetic in nature. .A recent survey indicated that of patients under- 
going pla.stic surgery. 65 percent were women and 35 percent w’ere 
males. 

What IS most important. Mrs. A., is that you are considering a 
well-trained, ceriified plastic surgeon to work on your nose — rather 
than depending on a walk through the yellow pages for your choice.

the best of their iimited resources and man- ' 
power in the enforcement of the 1975 
Environmental Promotion and Control Act 
The law requires industrial plants to install 
proper waste treatment facilities. 

But there are too many plants and too few 
officials to apply the law to the hilt 
Moreover, some factories would ratheravoid 
the law, if they can help it “Investment in a 
treatment system is high and ifs quite dif-' 
ficult to expect voluntary compliance with the 
law. Many big factories do not want to pay the 
huge expense, whfie the struggling plants 
simply afford it” Dr. Khasem said. 

He said that the enforcement of the anti- 
pollution taw has created a dilemma of its 
own. “ If we force all fectories to install waste 
treatment fecilities. we would be forcing 
them to close up. And that means many peo- 
ple would be throwm out of job.” he said. 

Air and noise pollution b another growing 
problem that Thais, especially those living in 
the urban centers, must contend with, '^e 
1976-79 NEB's survey of air pollution in 
Bangkok showed that the average amount of 
carbon monoxide mixed in the atmosphere 
was 13.6-32.4 part per million (ppm) during 
daytime. This figure increases to 40 ppn^dur-, 
ing the rush hour period, higher than the 35 
ppm standard rate set by the World Health 
Organization (WHO). 

'The survey stated the 600,000 cars and 
20,000 plants within the Ban^ok City limits 
were the main ca use of air and noise poDutioa 
in the area. The problem b even worse at the 
business centers in the city. The NEB said 
that a suiv^ conducted between March and 
August 1977 showed that the average sound 
level at many business and industrial centers 
within the city ranged from 80 to 89 decibels, 
also higher than WHO's safety leveL 

Dr. Khasem said that if it were any consola- 
tion to the Thais, the pollution situation in 
other Asian countries was just as bad. And he 
blamed public apathy for the worsening prob- 
lem. He said; “Environmental problems have 
been left to the government to solve. There is 
no public participation. People who complain 
4 ibout poUution are mostly those who are 
directly affected by it because of their pro- 
ximity to a factory or river. “What people do 
not seem to realize is that they are affected by 
pollution in varying degrees wherever they 
are.” 

He said that the best approach to the prob- 
lem is to enlist everybody’s assistance. “Peo- 
ple must be made aware of the dangers posed 
by poUution. They must be encour^ed to 
participate actively in the effort to minimize 
the problem.” 

To draw people's attention to the problem, 
the NBB has introduced envirooinental les- 
sons in schools, startiiig from the primary 
level. “I beUeve that by educating the people, 
we shaO have goiie.alopg way in ^mbating 
poUution,” Dr. Khasem said. 





The Sayings of President Reagan

CANBERRA, June 22 (R) — Access by 
U.S. warships to Australia and New Zealand 
ports was a practical imponance to.America 
to maintain a strategic deterrent, the three 
ANZUS treaty partners agreed Tuesday. 

A communique after a two-day meeting of 
the 30-ycar-old pact partners said U.S. naval 
access to Australian and New Zealand ports 
was *‘a critical foctor in U.S. efforts to main- 
tain strategic deterrence and also to cany out 
its responsibilities under the terms of the tre- 
aiy.’* 

Walter StoesseL, U.S. deputy secretary of 
stale and leader of the U.S. delegation, told 
the conference if access were dented “it 
would make it much, more difficult for the 
United States to carry out its responsibilities 
under the ANZUS treaty.*’ 

The issue, which occupied a prominent 
p^cc both during the discussions here and 
in the communique, arose only two weeks ago 


alter Australian Labor Party opposition 
leader Bill Hayden said that if he beo^ prime 
minister ' in elections scheduled next "year he 
would ban visits by U.S. nueteai-armed ships. 
This posirioo is also shared by the New Zea- 
land Justice Labor Party. 

The communique said the three partners 
had placed high priority on visits to each 
other’s ports as well as fiiejidly ports in the 
Asia-Pacific region. The United States 
expressed great concern during the talks 
about the danger of access being dosed off to 
South PadSc ports. Several South Padfic 
island nations have recently said they might 
ban nuclear armed or powered ships as pan 
of policy of promoting a nuclear-free Padfic. 

Stoessel told reporters the United States 
would be concerned about any action which 
would impede naval access and asked them to 
draw their own cooclusioos about U.S. views 
on Labor policy. 


IRA arms buying plan busted 


NEW YORK. June 22 (R) — U.S. federal 
agents said they had smashed a plot by the 
Provisional wing of the Irish Republican 
Army (IRA) to buy five surface-to-air mis- 
siles for use against British helicopters in 
Northern Ireland. 

Kenneth Walton, deputy director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) office 
here, said Monday two men were arrested at 
their New York homes early Monday and 
charged with trying to buy weapons and five 
SAM missiles ^m undercover FBI agents. 
Walton said that as a result of a separate 
investigation the FBI had arrested two IRA 
men seeking to ship nearly four dozen rifles 
and submachine guns for use the ERA in 
Northern Ireland. 

British forces use helicopters in Northern 
Ireland to patrol border areas where the IRA 
is active. Walton said Gabriel Megahey, 39, a 
confessed member of the Provisional wing of 
the IRA currently facing a deportation order, 
and Andrew Duggan, 49. tried to buy 
weapons, ammunition and surface-to- air 
missiles from undercover FBI agents. 

He said the two men boasted that they had 
a one-million-dollar war chesl Walton said 
thev wanted to buy five Redeye surface-to- 
air missiles at a cost of S10,()00 each. The 
men thought the Soviet-made missiles they 
were buying were stolen. 


“They described the $50,000 they had 
earmarked for missiles as peanuts and told us 
they had a million doUars to spend.” Walton 
told a press conference. 

The FBI deputy added that in fact no 
weapons changed bands as the men were 
arrested before they could take possession. 


LIVERMORE, California, June 22. 
(Agencies) — Police in riot gear arrested 
1,600 demonstrators who sat arm-in-aim 
across roads here Monday m a mass attempt 
to blockade a nuclear weapons laboratory. 

Two hundred polkemen dragged, carried 
or escorted the anti-nuclear demonstraton m 
a fleet of buses, which drove them to 
makeshift prison compounds. They were 
charged with obstructing traffic. 

Employees of the Larence Livermore 
Laboratory sat in their cars sounding their 
horns and jeering before roads were cleared. 
Protest organizers said between 3,000 and 
5,000 persons took part in the demonstra- 
tion. The laboratory, part of the tmivenhy of 
California and helps develop nuclear 
weapons, employs 7,300 persons on a 
round-the-clock basis. 

A coalhioD of about 200 anti-nuclear 
groups said they planned to stage a three-day 
blockade of the laboratory and up to 5,000 
demonstrators were expected. There was no 
violence Monday. 

Some of the police officers smiled at the 
arrival of a 25-piece brass band from the 
muaoans activist group, a rag-tag orchestra 
led by a man wearing a T-shirt saying “Chief 
GoriUa'*.

jee, a 74-year-old leader of the pro-Moscow 
Communist' Party of India (C^, as thetr 
common piesidentiat candi^te. Singh is 
expected to win election because the 
Congress (1) Pariy has a majorityio- the elec- 
toral college comprising members of parlia- 
ment and state legjdatures. 

The splintered, outnumbered opposition

An official report 
published Monday estimates that present 
procedures would leave the 495,000-strong 
aimed forces (Bundeswehr) with a shortfaU 
of 104,000 conscripts by 1995. Apel said an 
extension of military service from IS to 18 
months was inevitable, but it was still to be 
decided whether the introduction of women 
volunteers was constitutionally acceptable. 
Undercurrent West German law, women can 
be called upon to do military ser\*ice in 
wartime but are excluded from using arms. 

WASHINGTON. (AFP) — The United 
States Monday annouoced the creation of a 
new military space command to be based 
from Sep. 1 in Colorado Springs. “The air 
fortt win make increasing use of space in the 
future,” Gen. Lew Allen, chief of air force 
staff, said at a Defense Department press 
conference. 

WASHINGTON. (A^)— American 
Labor Secretary Rayibond Donovan, 
accused of ties with organized crime, said 
Monday he would not resign and that be was 
tbevt^m of “vicious attacks^' by “public 
officials.” In December, a New Jersey grand 
jury named a special prosecutor to investi- 
gate Donovan for possible involvement in 
bribery of union officials while working for a 
construction firm.

West curbs rattle East bloc 


U.S. says 

WASHINGTON. June 22 (Rj — The U.S. 

economy is growing slightly for the Hrst time 
since last autumn and gross national product 
( GNP ) may rise at an annual rate of about 0.6 
percent in the present quarter, government 
economists have said. 

The Commerce Department said the 
economy was not quite as weak as previously 
repi^rtcd during the first quarter of this year. 
G.NP, the broadest measure of aciivin’ fell at 
an annual rate of 3.7 percent in the 
January-March period, the department said, 
not 4.3 percent as it previously estimated. 

The Jirst quarter data was revised 
bccauw consumers and businesses spent 
slight!) more than originally estimated and 
the U.S. trade performance was somewhat 
stronger than thought. 

The projected estimate of second quarter 
CiNP was prepared by Commerce Depart- 
ment economists and Ls considered very pre- 
iiminar}'. The forecast, known as the ‘flash' 
number, was obtained from administration 
sources. 

The increase would be the first since a 1 .4 
percent gain in the third quarter of last year. 
Real CNP fell at a 4.5 percent annual rate in 
the final three months of 1981. 

In contrast to the favorable omens, the 
department Monday reported a ncar-record 
decline in corporate proflts during the flrst 
quarter. After-tax profits fell 18 percent, the 
third largest decline since the end of World 
War n and slightly higher than the 17.S per- 
cent estimated earlier. 

But economist .Allen Sinai said the reces- 
sion was at an end and ' the issue is when, how 
long, and how strong' a recovery will be. 

Sinai, a senior analyst with the Data 
Resources forecasting firm, said modest 
economic gron th was likely in the second half 
of thjs yenr but interest rates would remain 
high and prevent any major rebound in the 
housing and cur industries. 

The banks* prime interest rate stands at 
16.5 penent and many analysts think an 
increase to 17 percent is in the offing. 


VIENNA. June 22 (R) — Communist 
countries are weighing the merits of 
economic relations with the W'est and con- 
sidering whether to seek greater self- 
sufficiency in the face of Western sanctions 
on trade and credit 

Advanced Western technology is of vital 
importance to the economies of Communist 
countries, but many East bloc politicians 
feel some answer U required to the Western 
economic sanctions imposed because of 
martial law in Poland. 

Some also think the Communist system 
should be capable of developing without 
Western aid. and that Western contact 
would bolster ideological purity at home, 
analysts here said. 

These differences emerged at a session of 
the Communist trading group Comecon in 
Budapest earlier this month attended by 
prime ministers of the 10 member coun- 
tries. they said. 

The session of the highest dedsion- 
making body of Moscow-based group of the 
the Council for Mutual Economic Assis- 
tance (CMEA). came soon after the West- 
ern economic summit in Versailles. 

The Versailles summit agreed on vague 
Western restrictions on credits to the Soviet 
Union and on strategic exports to other 
Communist countries, the latest in a series 
of sanctions against Poland and the Soviet 
Union. 

Other sanctions include the slashing by 


members of NATO (North AdandcTreaQr 
Organization) and Japan of credits to 
Poland, effectively preventing it from trad- 
ing with the West given its lack of hard 
currency, and U.S. restrictions on trade 
with the Soviet Union, especially for the 
proposed gas pipeline between Siberia and 
Western Europe. 

Hungary, with its relatively pragmatic 
economy which is being cautiously opened 
to world influences, has the most to lose 
among Communist countries ^m any dis- 
ruption to East-West trade, the analysts 
said. Only 55 percent of its trade last year 
was with other communist countries com- 
pared to 72 percent for Bulgaria and 
Czechoslovakia. 

Several recent articles in the Hungarian 
press have stressed the need for trade links 
with the West, and their timing was prob- 
ably not by chance in view of the Comecon 
meeting, the analysts say. 

Economic analysts in Vienna said further 
integration was hampered by Comecon’s 
complicated struaure of barter agree- 
ments dovetailed into members' annual and 
five-year plans. For some East bloc politi- 
cians this system leads to more problems 
than difficulties caused by the West, they 
said. 

Soviet Prime Minister told Comecon that 
external pressures were not the only reason 
for closer integration, but that’. thU would 
help members' own development. 
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EEC to slash refining 20% 


BRUSSELS. June 22 (R) — Western 
Europe's oil industry intends to slash refining 
operations 20 percent because of slack 
demand but more harsh cuts are needed to 
restore health to the business, the European 
Economic Community (EEC) Commission 
has said. 

It acknowledged that closing or scaling 
down oil refineries would add to unemploy- 
ment in the EEC. rtmning at nearly 1 0 per- 
cent of the workforce. But it found'that only 
about 60 percent of the EECs capadty to 
refine crude oil was used in 1981. 

Companies had notifled it that some 1 50 
million tons of annual capacity of 81 0 million 
tons would be scrapped by 1 985. but the EEC 
felt 50 million tons more needed to be cut. 

The industry has been hit by falling 
demand, partly due to recession but also a 
result of the EECs own measures to curb 
dependencenn Middle East oil. and also by 
the growth of rival reflning industries particu- 
larly in OPEC (the Organization of Pet- 


roleum Exporting Countries). 

The commission, mandated by EEC minis- 
ters to coordinate energy policies, said the 
proposed closures were distributed fairly 
evenly among member states and involved at 
least 14 reflneries. 

It did not name companies involved but 
industry sources say they inciude Exxon, the 
world's biggest oil company, and British Pet- 
roleum. 

Some companies had said they would cut 
capacity but had not identified doomed 
plants. The EEC urged them not to go back 
on these more lentadve projects. 

The commission said companies predicted 
a rise in demand at the end of this year, partly 
because of economic recovery. But over- 
capacity in the refining industry remained 
enormous and evidence for a sharp rise in 
demand was unconvincing. 

Refinery closures were bound to add to 
unemployment and EEC funds should be 
used to combat this, the commission said. 


WASHINGTON, June 22 (R) - Hw 
Inteinational Monetaiy Fund ( (IMF) has 
approved the release of about $500 mntinti 
for economically ailing Romania, monetaiy 
sources have said. 

The agreement by the lM]Ps ruling execu- 
tive board recognized that the Eastern bloc 
nation, with debts to the West of more than 
$10 bfliloii, had agreed to a number of 
leforms reconunend^lby the agetK^s anal- 
ysts. 

The IMF, which helps countries hit by bal- 
ance of payments problems, agreed to a $1.5 
bfliion three-year assistance package last 
June and actually released $400 million. But 
when it became apparent that Romania was 
unable or unwilling to meet the program's 
conditions the IMF declared it inopezative. 

Later, the IMF moved to forge a new 
rescue plan to help the aOing Romaniao 
economy which led to the current agreemenL 

Bankers and other ecoDomic •; audioritics 
have agreed that Romania's ritnatidn, aAile 
serious, is much less dire than its Eastern bloc 
neighbor Poland, whose application for fond 
membership has been held over because of 
Western opposition to the military 
crackdown in Ae country. 

The IMF declined to discuss tiie board’s 
agreement, but a spokesman said a statement 
was expected to be issued Tuesday. 

Egypt? U.S. set 
investment rules 

WASHINGTON. June 22 (AP) — Egypt 
and the United States initiate on Monday 
this country’s first treaty setting out the ri^ts 
of foreign investors, the office of U.S. *rnuie 
Representative William E. Brock 
aoDOUDced. 

The negotiations were formally concluded 
in Cairo Erode and Egyptian d^iuty prime 
minister, the announcement said. 

The treaty is pari of U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan’s administration's policy of 
encouraging American private investment in 
poor countries as a means of raising their 
living standards, to diminish reliance on gov- 
enunent aid. 

A key provision of the trea^gives the final 
word in quarrels between an investor and the 
host country to the International Center for 
the settlement of Investment Diqmtes. This 
body has its headquarters in Wa l^gton and 
is beaded by A.W. Oausen, the American 
who is also president of the World Bank. 
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Food bank plan runs into snags 


ACAPULCXJ, June 22 (AP) — A split 
between producer and consumer nations is 
posing trouble at a conference on forming an 
international grain reserve by the world's 
developing countries, officials say. 

The proposal to set up the reserve as a 
buffer against instability on the international 
market is one of the major topics before the 
World Food Council, a United Nations 
agency whose meeting opened Monday. 

At issue is the growing dominance the 
handful of ^ain exporting nations have over 
the international market at a time when the 
number of severely malnourished people in 
the developing nations of Latin America, 
Asia and Africa is growing. 

“In time of exceptional need and political 
upheaval, it is dangerous for so many to 
depend so much on so few," a council state- 
ment said. 

Statistics here show 70 percent of the 
world’s marketable grain stocks is in North 
America, with another 23 percent divided 
among Australia. Argentina and the Euro- 
pean Economic Community. 

Developing countries now import 80 mil- 
lion to 90 million tons of grain each year, and 
their purchases may reach 145 million tons a 
year ^ 1990. But, even so, they do not have 
the foreign currency to purchase enough food 
to adequately feed their populations. 

There are 400 million severely mal- 
nourished people in the world, and the 
number is expend to increase to 600 million 
by the end of the century unless checked, a 
council document estimated. 

A grain reserve, aimed at keeping prices 
stable, would begin with a few countries and

Revamping Fed ruled out 


WASHINGTON, June 22 (R) Treasury 
Secretary.Donald Regan said the admim'stra- 
tion nee^ to ask some hard questions about 
bow the implementation of the Federal 
Reserve Board's monetary policy is working, 
but be does not at this time see the need for 
changes m the Fed’s structure. 

Regan, who answered reporters^ questions 
after a speech to the National Association of 
AccouDtauts, said;; “J don’t think there is 
much need for change in the Fed's structure." 

Clitics have charged that the independent 
central bank’s tight-mooey policy has kept 
interest rates high and prolonged the current 
U.S.,rece$rion. 

Treasury officials said at the weekend that 
the department had undertaken a spedal 
study of the Federal Reserve, including a 
review of proposals to .give the nreasiny 
jurisdiction over the central b ank or make the 
treasury secretary part of the seven-member 
federal reserve board. But in comments to 
reporters after speech,- Regan appeared tc 
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play down any notion tbatrecommeodatious 
for such drastic changes might be at hand. 

Federal Reserve's policy of curbing infla- 
tion by restricting money growth, has period- 
ically attacked the board for itaaUIity to con- 
trol weekly fluctuations in the mooejF supply. 
Officials from President Reagan downward^ 
have alternately blamed the Federal Reserve 
for faening infUtionary fears by letting the 
money snpply grow too rapidly, or for pro- 
longing the recession by holding the monet- 
ae reins too tightly and keeping interest rates 
high. 

Members of Congress Ifrom both the 
Democratic and Republicao parties have 
been among the central bank’s strongest cri- 
tics, complmning that it erred in October, 
1979, when it shifted its p>^ licy emphasis from 
the targeting of interest rates to controJ of the 
money suppty.

LUXEMBOURG. June 22 (R)— Unemp- 
loyment trends in the European Economic 
Copimunity (EEC) continued to rise last 
month and showed no ago of downturn in the 
short term, the EEC statistical office said 
Tuesday. 

The number of unemployed dropped by 
1 .8 jsercent to 1 0.2 milli on in May. The drop 
was less than usual at this time of year, indi- 
cating a further deterioration of the labor 
market situation, it said. 

It pushed tile seasonafly adjusted figure of 
unemployment above 10.8 million, an 
increase of 1 .6 percent. 

Unemployment rate in the 10 EEC coun- 
tries was nine percent at the end of May, 
compared with 9.2 percent in April and 7.3 
percent in May 1981. 

New Zealand 
freezes prices 

WELUNGTON, June 22 (R) — New Zea- 
land Prime Minister Robert Muldoon Tues- 
day announced a 12-mouth wage and price 
freeze in what he described as a major attack 
on inflation. 

He said all interest rates and housing rents 
would also be frozen for a lyear. Muldoon 
promised to offset the measures with suteiao- 
tial but unspecified income tax cuts in the 
annual budget, due to be auDounced toward 
the end of next month, possibly July 22. 

The moves, effective from Tuesday, were 
announced in a television and radio address. 
They followed an unsuccessful government 
attempt to negotiate a wage control package 
with trade unions. 

Spot oil prices 
hit 7-week low 

ROTTERDAM, June 22 (R) — Crude oil 
prices continued their recent decline on the 
European spot market and were quoted at 
their lowest levels for seven week^ market 
sources said. 

Trading remained very thin oo continued 
absence of demand and the international ten- 
sions which began to boost prices in early 
May have become a badkground factor with, 
little impact on physical crude oil prices, they' 
said. 

Saudi Arabian light sour crude was quoted 
at S32,S0 a barrel compared with $33 last 
Friday and a mid-May peak of S34 to $34,25. 

North Sea crudes were also neglected but 
the decline in prices was less marked. Ekofisk 
was quoted { in a slightly wider range of $34.40 
to $34.75 a barrel compared whh Friday’s 
$34,75 Brent and Fottics at $34 to $34.20 
against $3430 to $34.50 and Niidan at' 
$33.90 to $34 against $34.10.

U.S. consumer prices rise 


WASHINGTON, June 22 (AP) — 
American ednsnmer prices, spurred by 
sharply higher gasoline ' costs, rose a full 
1 percent in May, the government said 
Tuesday. The increase was the biggest since 
September and amounted, on an annual 
baas, to a rise of 12 percent. 

But economists said the new figures do 
not mean the nation is losing its battle 
against inflation. Indeed, for the fira five 
months of the year, inflation at the retail 
level was a modest 33 percent, calculated 
annually. 

fotiationlor all 6T laa year was 85T per- 
cent for 1980, 12.4 jMreent. But this year, 
the economists predict, inflation should be 
from 5 percent to 7 percent 

In April, the Labor Department’s con- 
sumer price index rose a seasonally 
adjusted 0.2 percent after falling 0.3 per- 
cent in March. This year’s brightened infla- 
tion picture has been largely attributed to 
the sharp recessbn and worldwide oil 
glut. 

But the oQ surplus is ending, a fact 
Tweeted in Tuesday's announcement. 
Gasoline prices rose 0.9 percent last month, 
reversing April's record drop of 6.7 per- 
. cent. For the 12 months ending with Anril. 


gasoline prices fell almost 15 percent. Fuisl 
oil prices were up 0.7 percent last month, a 
sharp reverse from the record 3.8 percent 
decline in April. 

May’s surge in consumer prices 
helped by a sharp 2.2 percent increase in 
home prices, which was partially offset by a 
0.8 percent decline in mortgage interest 
rates. 

Food price last month also rose, up 0.8 
percent, compared with 0.3 percent the 
month before. Higher meat prices were 
largely responsible for May's increase. 
Medical care expenses advanced 0.9 per- 
cent last month, about the same as the 1 
percent gains in April and March. 

In other areas. Tuesday's report said: 
Transponation costs rose 0.4 percent last 
month, reflecting the sharp turn-around in 
gasoline prices. Transportation costs had 
fallen 1.6 percent in April. 

Prices of new cars were up 0.3 percent' 
after rising 0.7 percent in ApriUused car 
prices rose a small 0.1 percent after a 0.6 
percent gain the month before. 

May’s overall 1 percent rise was the big- 
gest jump since thel.l percent gain of Sep- 
tember, the department said. For the 12 
months ending May, inflation rose 6.7 per- 
cent. the new rejsort said. ^

HOUSTON. June 22 — Moses Malone of 
the Houston Rockets was recently named 
Most Valuable Player in the National 
Basketball Association (NBA). 

Averaging 31.1 points a game, second in 
the league, and 14.7 rebounds a game, high- 
est in the NBA, Malone played in 81 of the 
Rockets' 82 regular-season games and was 
also the league's second-leading field-goal 
percentage shooter with a 51.9 mark. 

Consideted by some experts to be the 
single most unstoppable force in the league 
today. Malone is expected to become the 
highest paid player in the history of the NBA 
when he signs a new contract for the 1982-83 
season. 

Currently a free agent, the Rockets are 
already on record for offering Malone a 
package worth more than SI. 5 million (SSR5 
minion) a year. The consensus says that the 
Rockets will match any offer that is pitched in 
Malone's direction. 

Meanwhile, Charlie Thomas, owner of 
Charlie Thomas Ford in Houston and 
Chairman of the Board of Directors of Great 
Southern Bank, signed a letter of committ- 
ment offering the Maloof family $11 million 
(SSR37 min>on).to buy the Houston Rockers 
franchise.

Brazilian coach 
won’t take it easy 
against Kiwis 

SEVILLE. June 22 ( AP) — There will be 
no positions at stake when Braal meets New 
Zealand in their Tinal Group Six match Wed- 
nesday, as the Brazilians already qualify for ' 
the second round of the World ^p and the 
Kiwis are eliminated.

FIFA fines Kuwait, suspends referee 


MADRID. June 22 (AP) — Kuwait has 
been fined 25.000 Swiss francs ($1 1 .800) and 
its football association president has been 
sanctioned by the Federation of International 
Football Association following the 
incideni-marred match against France. 

FIFA armounced on Tuesday that the 4-1 
French victory at Valladolid has been con- 
firmed. It also said that the referee, Miroslav 
Snip>ar of the Soviet Union, had been sus- 
pended until the next meeting of the FIFA 
referees' committee. 

In a statement issued by FIFA general sec- 
retary J.S. Blatter, it was announced that the 
management of the Valladolid Football 
Stadium has been warned about its “lack of 
law and order." 

Order broke do^^’n Monday after Alain 
Giresse scored to put France 4-1 up and the 
angry Kuwaiti players refused to continue 
with the match, believing he was offside. 

Prince Fahd Al-Ahmad AJ-Sabah. presi- 
dent of the Kuwait Soccer Association, ges- 
ticulated to the players on the pitch and then 
marched to the touchline to consult with 
them. 

The FIFA statement said the prince “has 
been sanctioned with a caution for unsporting 
behavior. Furtbenuore, the FIFA executive 
committee will make a decision with regatd 
to the statements made by the president of 
the Kuwait Football Association." 

It did not say what statements it would 
review, but on Tuesday the prince told repor- . 
ters that some FIFA officiab were “worse 
tban the mafia." 

After a seven minute hold-up. during 
which French coach Michel Hidalgo became 
involved in a fracas with police, Stupar ruled 
out the goal and the match continued. Before 


France ^red again, there was a jostling 
match between rival players and Abdullah 
Mayoof of Kuwait was involved in at least 
tw'o incidents. Only one player. Fathi Kamcel 
of Kuwait, appeared to be cautioned.

Vitas Gerulaitis. the third seed 
advanced handily into the second round 
Monday, moving down the lesser-known 
opponent without dropping a set. 

Gerulahis rolled past South African. Brent 
Pirow. 6-4, 6-4. 6-1 . but there was one casu- 
alty in the first round. Former Wimbledon 
Champion Stan Smith of the United States 
downed ninth-seeded Andres Gomez of 
Ecuador, winner of this year’s Italian Open. 
6-4, 6-3, S-7. 6-1 and No. 10 American Brian 
Gottfried outlasted Cilles Moretton of 
France 7-6, 7-6. 6-2. 

Tenth-seeded Yannick Noah announced 
Monday that be had withdrawn from the 
tournament because off a pulled thigh mus- 
cle. Because the tournament was already 
underway, officials did not change the order 
of the seeded players. Noah was replaced by 
American Rick Meyer, and will play Bob 
Lutz. 

Mats WSander, 17-year-old Swedish sen- 
sation who won the French Open and is 
seeded No. 7. lobbed brilliantly to beat Heinz 
Gunthaidt of Switzerland 6-4. 6-3. 3-6, 6-3. 
Other seeded players winning through to the 
second round were Sandy Mayer (4 ), Johan 
Kiiek (S), Roscoe Tanner (14) and Steve 
Denton (16). 

Sandy Mayer downed Haroon Ismail of 
Zimbabwe 7-5, 6-2.

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Gromyko rebuts Hai^^s charges 

Soviets to continue missile tests 


NEW YORK. June 22 (API — Foreign 
Minister Andrei A. Gromyko said the Soviet 
Union has not violated trust with the United 
States by conducting what Secretary of State 
Alc.xander Haig described was an "unpre- 
cedented" series of missile tests in recent 
days. 

At a news conference Monday at the Soviet 
mission to the United Nations. Gromyko said 
such tests would continue until Moscow and 
Washington reach agreement on contn^lling 
strategic weapons. 

"Not a single agreement has been violated 
by the conduct of such tests." said the So^'iets 
minister, who is in New York for the special 
U.N. General Assembly session on disarma- 
ment. 

After talks here with Gromyko. Haig told 
repi'>rters Saturday the Soviet conducted an 
integrated series of weapons tests last week 
that included an nnii-satellite weapon, the 
launching of two intercontinental ballistic 
misulcs. and the Firings of a sca-launched 
ballistic missile and two anti-ballistic missiles. 


only a few days after Gromyko told the Gen- 
eral Assembly the Soviets would never be the 
flrst to use nuclear weapons. 

The Soviet tests "are not consistent with 
the words that are being used." Haig said. 

Gromyko said Monday the Soviet Union 
wants to live in peace with the United States 
and "not a haii^' on an American head would 
be touched if an arms agreement can be 
reached on the basis of “parity and equal 
security.” 

He said it was "totaUy unjustified and 
false" to contend, as the Reagan administra- 
tion has. that the Soviet Union had achieved 
strategic superiority over the United States. 

If the Soviet Union were to argue on the 
same level as Haig, he said it could cite “the 
most destabilizing" foctor in the present arms 
race, "the almost threefold preponder- 
ance"of U.S. submarine-launched warheads. 

“We could demand that that be taken up as 
a top priority issue" in stratc^c arms talks on 
June 2^. “This present administration Is 
being very successful in destroying the 
bridges that were built betw*een the

Treason against Seychelles 

S. African freed of charge

VICTORIA. Seychelles June 22 (AP) — 
The Seychelles on Tuesday dropped a charge 
of treason against South African Robert C. 
Sims. .*>0. who had been allegedly part of an 
advance party for a foiled coup attempt here 
last November. 

No reason w as given for the step, although 
another South African. Susan Ingles. 48. w as 
deported last week after the same charge was 
dropped. 

Sims still faced a charge of illegally import- 
ing an AK-47 assault rifle and ammunition, 
which carries a maximum sentence of 20 
years' imprisonment. He has denied the 
charge. 

One of tw o treason counts against a Briton. 
Bernard Carey. 40. also was dropped. He had 
pleaded innocent to the one removed, and 
guilty to the count which remained. 

In’ another devcloptncnt. Chief Justice 
Earle Seaton rciccted a chan^ in plea by 
South African Martin Dolinchek. The 
accused entered an innocent plea in Mon- 


day's morning session to a treason charge, 
then requested Seaton to permit him to 
switch it to guilty after the recess for lunch. 

The judge said he was not satisfied with 
Dolinchek's reason for the change, and 
announced that the case against the 43- 
ycar-old South African would continue. 
Dolinchek has admitted being a member of 
his country’s National Intelligence Service. 

Only seven of the requisite 1 3 jurists have 
been found. Several others who had been 
selected requested to be excused, saying that 
they could not be impartial. 

A United Nations investigative commis- 
sion has concluded that the mercenaries had 
attempted to topple the regime of Socialist 
President France Albert Rene, and replace 
him with his conservative predecessor. J ames 
Mancham. 

When the attempt tailed. 45 of the mer- 
cenaries escaped to South Africa aboard an 
Air-India jetliner. South African authorities 
are trying them on hijack charges.

Gromyko predicted that the Soviet non 
first-use pledge would be “written widi gol- 
den letters in human history" and that, after 
cool deliberation, the United States would 
find it in the interest of the American people 
to foUow suit. 

Eight days before the start of U.S.-Soviet 
stracetic arms talks in Geneva. Gromyko 
reiterated the Kremlin's rejection of Presi- 
dent Reagan's proposal for one-third reduc- 
tion of warheads on land and submarine- 
based missiles to a ceiling of about 5.000 
warheads on each side. 

He accused the Rea^n administration of 
manipulating arms figures to leave the impre- 
ssion that the Soviet Union had gained 
strategic superiority and of seeking' to 
" change the correlation of forces in the nultt- 
ary field in favor of the United States." 

Through a U.S. arms buildup and a prop- 
osal that the Soviet Union reduce its edge in 
heavy intercontinental missiles, the Reagan 
administration was aiming “ to achieve d<mi- 
nation in the world" and to insure that the 
American way of life “should reign sup- 
reme.” 

At the end of SALT II negotiations, in 
1 979. he recalled, both sides bad agreed that 
there was approximate parity in strategic 
capabilities. That situation had not changed 
— only American mathematics had; 
Gromyko maintained. 

What now was needed, he contended, was 
an agreement that would combine the various 
systems of both sides to arrive at a “balance 
that could assure the mutual security of both 
sides." 

"The rock-bed foundation for negotiations 
between the Soviet Union and the United 
States and for eventual agreement is the prin- 
ciple of equality and equal security, and that 
applies both co the talks on strategic arras and 
the talks on nuclear (intermediary) arms in 
Europe. The Soviet Union cannot retreat in 
any way from that principle." Gromyko 
declared during his two-hour news confer- 
ence. 

Not the Soviet Uniqn but the United States 
had shown bad faith. Gromyko said, by fail- 
ing to ratify the SALT II agreement after it 
had been signed and by blocking implemen- 
tation of threshold accords on undergound 
nuclear-testing and peaceful nuclear exfrio- 
sions. 

Namibia rivals 
to keep apart 
at U.S. parleys 

DAR ES SALAAM. Tanzania. June 22 
(AP) — South African officials ud black 
nationalist leaders will not have to'negotiate 
face-to-face at Westein-oi^ganized talks on 
independence for Southwest Africa 
scheduled in New York within a week, dip- 
lomatic sources said Tuesday. 

The Western sources described as "pro- 
ximity talks" the new round of oegotiacions 
aimed at bringing independence to the South 
African-controlled territory, also known as 
Namibia. The talks are due to start before the 
end of the month. 

White South African officials and leatfers 
of the Southwest Africa People's Organiza- 
tion movement (SWAPO). met face-to-face 
at abortive U.N.-sponsored negotiatioos in 
Geneva in January 1981. 

"This time all panics concerned win gather 
in one spot, probably a hotel in New York, 
and will hold infbnnal talks." said one dip- 
lomat. who asked not to be identified. 

"The idea is to go to one city and have talks 
sufficiently high up sodecisions can be made 
without going to capitals." 

The talks will be attundet^by foreign minis- 
ters or senior advisers from ^ five Western 
nations trying to negotiate a Namibian set- 
tlement — the United States, Britain. France. 
West Germany and Canada — and from 
SWAPO. South Africa and the sbt nearest 
black-ruled nations. 

The African nations, known as the "front- 
line" states are Tanzania. Botswana, Zambia. 
Zimbabwe. Mozambique and Angola. 

Quake hits Indonesia 

GOLDEN, Colorado. June 22 (AP) — A 
strong earthquake struck early Tuesday in 
the Banda Sea in Indonesia, the U.S. Geolog- 
ical Survey's National Earthquake Center 

reported. ’ 

A scientisi at the center said the quake 
registered 6.5 on the Richter scale. U.S. ean- 
hquake monitors here showed the temblor 
was centered in the Banda Sea north ofTiroor 
island and about 2.900 kilometers east of 
Jakarta, the capital of Indonesia. A USCS 
spokesman said the quake probably wasn't 
strong enough to create a tidal w*ave. 

Pakistan MP shot dead 

ISLAMABAD, June 22 (AFP) — Malik 
Shahzada Khan, a tribal member of Pakis- 
tan's nominated parliament, or advisory 
council, was assassinated Tuesday by gunmen 
who sprayed his car with bullets, killing his 
bodyguard also, police said. 

The dead politician was on his way to 
Rawalpindi after attending a council session 
when his car was ambushed in the outskirts of 
Islamabad. A third person was wounded in 
the attack, believed motivated by tril»i 
enmities. Pakistani President Zia Ul-Haq*s 
nominated parliament was formed six 
months ago. 


bland issue 3 anti- Viet groups sign 
isolates U.K. Cambodia coalition pact 


LONDON, June 22 (AFP) — The post- 
I^nement of Anglo-Spantsh negotiations 
over'Gibraltar and the lifting of European 
Economic Community (EEC) sanctions 
against Argentina are signs to obMtvers here 
that the Falklands affair is leading progres- 
sively to Britain's diplomatic isolation. 

Foraign Secretary Francis Pym says be is 
very disappointed by Spam’s request to put 
tock the talks on the future of Gibraltar. The 
two-day negotiations were to have begun 
next Friday. The government is also undeni- 
ably disappointed by the EEC decision to lift 
the' economic sanctions imposed with 
remarkable speed after Argentina invaded 
the Falklands. 

Before reopening the “firontiei’* with 
Gibraltar, closed since 1969, Madrid wanted 
assurances from London that the problem of 
sovereignty, which Spain has been deraand- 
iog since the Treaty of Utrecht in 1713, 
would be thoroughly discussed. 

It is obvious there was no chance of Britain 
giving such a guarantee as a precondition to 
negotiations. After the Falklands victory. 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher is more 
the “iron lady" than ever. 

The Falklands precedent undoubtedly 
Influenced Madrid's request. Spain was the 
only West European country not to vote for 
the United Nations resolution 502 on the 
Falklands and to criticize Britain's use of a 
task foxet to reconquer the islands. 

British sources stress that a new dace will 
soon be fixed for the Gibraltar talks. But the 
Foreign Office refuses to say what London's 
position is on the sovjereignty question. Offi- 
cials here- also say thar the wishes of the 
20,000 Gibraltarians, who .like the 
Falklandecs wish to remain British subjects, 
win have an important role in decisions on the 
future of the "rock." 

So there is nothing to suggest that Mrs. 
Thatcher has decided to adopt a flexible 
attitude, even though she sets high store on 
good relations with Spain, EEC, 
meanwhile, is not happy over the hardening 
of Mrs. Thatcher's polides in the wake of the 
Falklands victory. 

For EEC member-states, the hostilities are 
over in Ibct if not in law, and there is no 
question of ^ntinuing sanctions until Buenos 
Aires officially recogm’zes the ceasefire, as 
Pym wants. 

Britain Is therefore back in the position of 
being the only country to apply economic 
sanctioos to Argentina. The solid front that 
Britain's allies showed at the start of tbe con- 
flict has been replaced by hesitation and 
doubt whb both Westetp Europe and . the 
United States wanting lo restore dialogue not 
only with Buejjos Aires but also with tbe 
whole of Latin America. 

lo London, there is a tendency to play 
down tbe damage that the Falklands crisis has 
caused to relations between We5tern,£urope 
and Latin America. Officials argue that e 
number of Latin American states are 
extremely satisfied that Argentina did not 
succeed iu imposing its rule of the Falklands. 

Exercises in Hungary 

BUDAPEST, Hungary, June 22 (AP) — 
Soviet, Czechoslovak and Hungarian troops 
will stage mflitaiy exercises in Hungary "in 
the next few days." the official news agency 
MTI reported Monday. 

The agency said the exercises would take 
place “in accordance with tbe yearly training 
schedule of tbe Warsaw Treaty Organiza- 
tion.*’ It gave no indication of bow many 
troops would be taking part in tbe maneuv- 
ers. 


KUALA LUMPUR; June 22 (AFP) — 
Three Cambodian resistance chiefs formally 
signed a coalition government jmet here 
Thesday j»nitin£ Comiznuaist, ri^tist and 
royalist forces for Ae fii^ tune in a joint 
strug^ to force some 1 SO.'OOO Vietnamese 
troops out of their homeland. 

S^ing the historic a^ement at tbe 
Malaysia House, tbe state guest house, were 
former Cambodian head of state, Prace 
Norodom Sihanouk, Khieu Samphan, leader 
of the deposed (Communist IGmer Rouge 
regime, and rightist natiobaliA leader Son 
Sann. 

Malayaan Foreign Minister Tan Sri Ghak- 
ali host of the Cambodian resistance summit 
here, witnessed the signing ceremony along 
with observers froni:.the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations^ASEAN), the driv- 
ing force behind the coalhioD agreement. 

Under die agreement, Prince Sihanouk 
becomes president of the coalition govern- 
ment of r^mocratic Kampnehea. previously 
the title of the ousted Khmer Rouge regime, 
which still is recognized by the United 
Nations. 

Khieu Samphan will be vice president in 
charge of foreign affairs and Son Sann prime 
minister of the government, created to 
oppose the Heng Samrin government in 
Phnom Penh instaUed by the Vietnamese in 
January 1979. 

The coalition government chiefs will be 


assisted by four coordination committees, 
chaired by three appointees of ministerial 
' rank representing tbe three factions to owr- 
see finance and tbe' economy, defense, cul- 
ture and education and he^th and social 
affairs. 

After the signing. Sihanouk said be would 
return to Cambodia soon to proclaim the 
establishment of the tripartite coalition gov- 
ernment. Sihanouk said he planned to stay 
“on Cambodian soil, if not deep inside Cam- 
bodia because of the Vietnamese occupation, 
at least close to tbe Thai border," 

Meanwhile, Heng Samrin' s Phnom Penh 
government, dismissiim the new rival Cam- 
bodian coalition, reaffimed Tuesday that 
Vietnamese troops were In Cambodia at the 
request'of its pmple because of a perceived 
throat from China. 

The Phnom Penh new’s agency SPK, moni- 
torod in Bangkok, flayed China, the United 
States and Thafland for what it caDed coordi- 
nated efforts to increase tension at the 
Thai-Combodiaa border by arming Khmer 
Rouge and otiber anti-Vietnamese "reac- 
tionaries.” 

"If the genocidal regime (Khmer Rouge) 
were still in power on Cambodian territon' 
what would tbe situation in other Soutb^ 
east Asian countries where Maoists would be 
encouraged by this “success* the commen- 
tary said. •
